Dear Sir:- 


Some time ago I discussed with a group a thought that had occurred to 
me. it is not necessarily anything new or revolutionary, but it pointed out 
an approach to the potentialities of libraries. 


The thought was: this is an age of use. By that I mean that our civili- 
zation and society today seem to be ona high up-swing of the cultural and 
social pendulum. The keynote of all our thinking and activity seers to be 


em 





utility meximem performance practical application. Ina 
gasoline engine, as you know, the cylinders move upfirst on the "compression" 
stroke, and-then-back on the "power" stroke. I think we are livimg today in 
a “eultural pewer stroke'' with our capacities fer acceptance of ideas and 
knowledge se heightened, and our opportunities for putting them into effect 
so greatly widened, that we are forced into a pattern of seeking the highest 
use-er utility of every resource and facility to-which we have access. 


Inevitably, the pattern brings emphasis upern use-of-everything in periods 
when the tempo of life andcommerceis-at high acceleration. Certainly that 
would substantiate my point that today is a high point in a civilization that 
places a premium upon the active employment of every facility - cultural 
or- otherwise. 


It seems to me that literature is entering into a period of use develop- 
ment. The changes-in our social aspect brought by the last twenty. or thirty 
years have awakened millions of people-te--the-fact that in knowledge there 
is power, and something even more important than power: safety. I firmly 
believe that we are entering the era of maximum use of the printed word, .of 
the recorded wisdom handed down to us through the centuries. I think that 
the library movement in Texas calling for a revival of community interest 
in libraries is proof of that. 


Inour libraries we have agreat natural resource; a wealth of accumu- 
lated value, just as we have had the potential wealth of centuries of accumu- 
lated oil beneath the earth's surface. We have to tap that potential wealth 
before it really becomes wealth, for, in this society, unused things have no 
real value. Here the comparison changes in favor of libraries, for where 
oil is extracted, refined and consumed, and more oil has to be discovered 
to take its place, your natural resource is imperishable, can be used over 
and over again, and renews itself in the minds of the people who use it. 


Total use of all library potentialities will strengthen the social and 
cultural fiber of the community. It can be used as acommon meeting ground 
for all the peoples. It cansponsor film forums, book reviews, literary teas 
for regional authors, recreational programs for children, training classes 
for voluntary storytellers, and dozens of other activities in the cultural and 
social life of the people. The librarycan serve as the principal instrument 
of adult education, andcan definitely help to perpetuate the democratic form 
of government. It can be one of the last strongholdsfor freedom of thought. 
To best perform these functions, the library should be thoroughly institution- 
alized in each community as the center of community learning and culture, 
and in doing this, we are going to have to make some changes in library 
operation. 


I do not wish to write an epistle on the techniques-of library operation. 
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You know far more abovt running a Hbrary than Ileverwill. I really wish to 
know how the philosophy of ‘maximum performance" can be applied to the 
wealth we have stored in our libraries in Texas.

The entry of Texas into the United States, in 1845, was unique in two 
respects: first, because Texas was not territory of the United States but 
an independent Republic, and second, because the entry was made as the 
result of a joint resolution of the United States Congress. This method of 
entry was necessary because a two-thirds vote could not be obtained in the 
Senate to ratify a treaty. There were some doubts that a joint resolution 
could not be reversed by a later Congress, ard the annexation nullified. 
However, these fears proved groundless

{Reprinted below, from a folder prepared by the Texas State Library, 
is a brief history of the annexation written by Miss Harriet Smither, 
director of the Archives Division of the Texas State Library, followed 
by a reproduction of the amrexation resolution. 


On September 1, 1836, the first regular election in the Republic of 
Texas was held to ratify the constitution of the Republic and to elect the 
president ard vice-president, and members of the First Congress, also 
to vote on the question of annexation to the United States. This last vote 
was almost unanimous. However, the United States Government confined 
itself to recognizing Texas independence on March1l, 1837, and declined 
the proposition of annexation under a pretext ofthe fear of war with Mexico; 
and the request of Texas was rejected, whereupon Texas withdrewthe prop- 
osition in 1858. However, in the meantime, the new Republic managed to 
establish friendly relations with England and France which excited the 
jealousy of the United States. In 1843, President Tyler declared thatthe 
United States would not permit any European power to assume control 
over the young Republic. The next year a treaty of annexation was signed 
by Messrs. Henderson and Van Zandt for Texas and John C. Calhoun for 
the United States. ButHenry Clay and Yan Buren, who opposed annexation, 
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used their influence to-defeat this treaty in the Senate; and Texas withdrew 
her minister from Washington. 

The people of the United States were now thoroughly eroused in favor 
of annexation. Texas, however, had madeher last-offer to join the United 
States. At this juncture Mexico endeavored -to conclude a treaty of peace 
with Texas, recognizing Texas independence, provided the Republic should 
aotafterwards be annexed to the American Union. Meanwhile the American 
Congress had passed a joint resolution providing for the annexation of 
Texas. Qn March 1, 1845, it was signed by President Tyler. 

Anson Jones, the last President of Texas, called a Conventionof sixty- 
one delegates to meet at Austin; te decide what should be the response of 
the people of Fexas-to the twe alternatives thus: presented to them. 

The Convention met on July 4, and remained in session until August 
27, during which time it framed-anew constitution for the State of Texas 
and accepted the terms of annexation, offered by the United States. The 
Constitution was submitted for ratification by a vote of the people at an 
election: held on the second Monday in October, 1845. The question of 
annexation was to-be voted on at the same time, but this latter was not by 
ballot, but viva voce at each polling place. 

The President issued his proclamation calling for an election to be 
held on the third Monday in December, 1845, to choose a governor, lieu- 
tenant-governor and legislature for the State of Texas. However, the laws 
and officers of the Republic were to continue until the new State government 
was organized, which was not until December 29, 1845, when the Congress 
of the United States accepted the new Constitution of the State of Texas. 
This date has been declared by the Supreme Court of the United States to 
be the true date of the annexation of Texas to the American Union. The 


State Government of Texas, however, was notorganized until February l6, 
1846. 
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JOINT RESOLUTION FOR ANNEXING TEXAS TO 
THE UNITES STALE, 

Resolved by the Senate und House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, ‘That Con-

Second,—said State, when admitted into the 
Union, after ceding to the United States all public edifices, forti- 
fications, barracks, ports and harbors, navy and navy- ‘yards, 
docks, magazines and armaments, and all other means pertain- 
ing to the public defence, belonging to the said Republic of 
Texas, shall retain all the public funds, debts, taxes and dues oi 
every kind which may belong ‘o. or ke due and owing to the 
said Republic; and sha!l also retain all the vacant and unappre- 
priated lands lying within its limits, to be applied to the payment 
of the debts and liabilities of said epublic,of Texas. and the 
residue of said lands, atter dischareing said debts and liabilities. 
to be disposed of as said State may direct; but in no event are 
said debts and liabilities 11 become a charee upon the Govern- 

ment of the U. States. #ird—New States of convenient size. 
not exceeding four in 1°: ‘mer, in addition to said State of "Texas. 
and having sufficient population, ay hereaiter, by the consent 
of said State, be formed out of tiie territory thereof, which shall 
be entitled to admission under the previsious of the Federal 
Constitution; and such slates as muy be formed out of thet por- 
tion .of said territory lying south of thirty-six dezrees thirty 
minutes north latitude, commonly known as the Missouri Com- 
promise Line, shall be admitted into the Union, with or without 
slavery, as the people of each State, asking adinission. may de- 
sire; and in sneh State or States as shall be forined out of said 








territory. north of said Missouri Compromise Line, slavery, or 
involuntary servitude (except for crime) shall be prombited.” 






Now, in order to maniiest the assent of the people of this Re- 
oublic, as required in the above recited portions of said resolu- 
tions, we, the deputies of the people of ‘Texas, in convention a3- 
sembled, in their uame and by their authority, do ordain an@ dee 
clare, that we assent to and accept the proposal, conditions amd 
guarantees contained in the first and second sections of the Rese- 
lution of the Congress of the United States aforesaid.

NEWS FROM LIBRARIES 
OVER THE STATE 





Floyd County is soon to have its first public library, a county-supported 
system, with headquarters in the Court House in Floydada. Quarters have 
been set aside, and an appropriation has been made by the Commissioners 
Court. 





Scurry County people are working hard to establish a county library in Snyder. 
The American Association of University Women, Snyder Chapter, has taken 
this public service as their work for the year. 





In Hearne, Robertson County, plans are on foot by a very active citizen organi- 
zation, to start a community library - a library that promises to break new 

ground in Texas, if not in the nation, with its quarters: a converted refrigeration 
car, from the railroad. No, it won't be mobile, for the wheels are being removed, 
and a very conventional piece of ground is being prepared for its location. 


The Bee County Library, in Beeville, now primarily Under Club sponsorship, 
is expecting to get increased support from the Bee County Commissioner's 
Court, and hopes to enlarge its services. 


Karnes City, in Karnes County, is beginning a small library, located in the 
County Agent's office. Book contributions are being sought. 





Abilene Carnegie Library is extending its services by helping with a branch 
for Abilene Negroes, to be known as the Eugenia Pickard Memorial Library. 
The library will be located in the new Negro High School Building, and will be 
ready for occupancy in late October. 


San Angelo's Tom Green County Library is meeting public demands by opening 
for services one night a week, every Thursday until 9 p. m, 


Italy will soon have a new air-conditioned building, which will house the S. M. 
Dunlap Library. 


Midland County Library is making plans for a separate building, an annex to 

the outgrown Court House. McLennan County Library, in Waco, has just moved 
across the alley into its fine new Court House Annex quarters. Congratulations 
to both these proud county libraries! 








Uvalde and Amarillo, far apart as they are, have something in common: both 
libraries are recipients of local gifts -- fine old homes to convert into library 
quarters. In Uvalde it's the famous John Nance Garner home, to be used as 
both Library and Museum. Work is nearing completion. In Amarillo plans are 
still incomplete. 
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Dallas and Corpus Christi have both hit snags in plans for new public library 
quarters. In Corpus Christi the money is not buying es big a renovation job on 
the old city hall as ad been anticipated; and in Dallas, plans are still in a state 
of indecision about whether to use the present Dailas Public Library site or 
another. Wiihin the past two years, both these city libraries were studied and 
reported on by Dr. Joseph Wheeler, who gave advice on building sites and plans. 





Galveston's Rosenberg Library is going through the process of renovation, to 
make more usable space within the same crowded walls. The large old meeting 
hall on the third floor is being converted into a smaller lecture room, and audio- 
visual and cataloging departments are being provided for. Also, a book lift is 
being installed. Friends of the Rosenberg Library will provide furnishings for 
the new lecture hall. 


San Antonio Public Library put itself under the microscope, so to speak, this 
summer, when it had its extension plans examined by a public library expert, 
now on the staff of the University of California Library School in Berkeley, Dr. 


Edward A. Wight. As a result, plans are now being made for five neighborhood 
branch libraries.

ARCHIVES DIVISION: "Business as usual." Requests fer information con- 
cerning historical, legal and genealogical matters, have, sinee the close 
of World War II, increased heavily. The increase is noted especially in 
the genealogical field. Letters are coming in from nearly every state in 
the Union and also from foreign countries. Visitors to the Department are 
impressed with the value of the material stored here. 





EXTENSION DIVISION: The State Library's Extension Directer visited 
several public libraries during the summer (and summer goes on into 

early October): Dallas County, Headquarters in the Records Building, 
Dallas, and branches in Irving and in Grand Prairie; San Antonio Public 
Library and the Bexar County Library Headquarters; Emmie Seele Faust 
Memorial Library in New Braunfels; Taylor Public Library; Southwestern 
University Library in Georgetown (which offers services to the people of 
Georgetown outside the college community), Hearne, to work with the Hearne 
Public Library Association in establishing a library for the town; Gatesville 
Public Library; Mills County Library in Goldthwaite; McCulloch County 
Library in Brady; Mason County Library; Llano County Library; Burnet 
County Library; and Junction Public Library. 





























Some of the visits listed above are a part of a project the Extension 
Division is carrying on, of obtaining fuller information than has previously 
been collected on library and related facilities in the thirty-two counties 
which are near Austin and which make up District VIII of Texas Library 
Association. Historical and statistical data and other types of information 
are being studied from Austin sources; but field trips and news from our 


library friends in the counties will be our richest opportunity for gathering 
information. 


The Director of Extension represented the State Library at the American 
Library Association annual conference, at the end of June and the early 
part of July. After the meetings in New York City, she joined forty other 
extension librarians, from eighteen states, in a workshop tour into Central 
and Northern New York State. For three days the group visited State and 
County and Regional libraries in Albany, Schenectady, Watertown, and 
Buffalo, and profited by well-planned discussion sessions on large-area 
library services. 


Earlier in the summer, the first two weeks in June, the Extension 
Director helped conduct a workshop for librarians, on the campus at 
T.S.C.W. in Denton. Twenty-four librarians from nineteen Texas towns 
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representing public libraries supported by cities, counties, or clubs, 
mingled with as many school librarians to learn the fundamentals of library 
organization. Dr. Hazel Pulling, Director of the T.S.C.W. Library 
School vras in charge of the workshop, as vrell as the usual six-weeks 
library courses. The State Library was privileged to join with the College 
in initiating this extension training program te give librarians-in-service 
an opportunity to have a short program of instruction and inspiration. 


Mrs. Mona Wittmann left the position of Assistant in the Extension 
Division in July, to accept a position in the Extension Library of the 
University of Texas, and in September was replaced by Miss Mary Sue 
Reese, from the Dallas Public Library. Immediately before her two 
years' work in Dallas County as Assistant to Librarian Bess Ann Motley, 
Miss Reese spent nearly two years in Tokyo, Japan, in the Allied 
Translating and Interpreting Service Library. Her educational back- 
ground includes under-graduate study in S.M.U., and library courses 
at Texas State College for Women. She is now enrolled in an evening 
course in library organization at the University of Texas. 


The Extension Division has several pieces of work under way for the 
current year: (1) increasing the supply of professional books to lend to 
librarians or leaders of groups beginning public library services; (2) com- 
pleting the files of information about existence of public libraries in all 
counties and towns in Texas; (3) increasing field work in the counties near 
Austin, and (4) helping with planning and attendance at all District meetings 
called by the eight Districts of Texas Library Association. 


LEGISLATIVE REFERENCE DIVISION: Mrs. Fay Young resigned during 
the summer, and on September 1, 1952, Mr. William K. Peace replaced her. 
After seven years in the United States Navy, two years of which were spent 
in the Pacific, Mr. Peace returned to Fort Worth and was graduated from 
Texas Christian University in 1950. His major for the Bachelor of Arts 
degree was history, with geography and government minors. For the past 
two years he has been attending the University of Texas and has completed 
his courses of study with the graduate school of library science. During 
that time he was employed in the Docuinents Department of the University 
library. 





LOAN AND GENERAL REFERENCE DIVISION: A recent visit to the State 
Library by Mr. Donald G. Patterson, Chief of the Division for the Blind in 
the Library of Congress, brought an increased awareness of the constant 
efforts that are being made to improve and extend library services to the 
blind. Mr. Patterson was making a tour of the various agencies in the 
United States which serve the blind as distributing centers for the materials 
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provided sy Gongress to the-Library ef Gongress. The Texas State Library 
ie one of these-eenters-for the circulation ot Braille and recorded books, 
and the State-Commissien for the Blind ie the Center in Texas-for the distri- 
bution of the -machines-on which the records-are pleyed. 

In 1951, more than-900 readers borrowed 18,655 Braille and recorded 
beoke from this library. However, many people in this state do not know 
that there ie-a State Library service for the blind. Librariens can help us 
serve the -pereons in their communities who need this service by making 
known these facts: Eligibility for service dees noet-require total blindness; 
inability to read print is sufficient; application for the loan of a talking 
book machine is made te the State Commission for the Blind, General Land 
Office Building, Austin; the loan is for an indefinite time, and there is no 
cost other than that of the transportation from Austin; when a machine has 
been secured, service from the State Library begins immediately and is 


automatic; records and Braille books are carried in the mails free of postage 
charges. 


PROCESSING DIVISION: A new assistant, Miss Dorothy Jo Lusk, began 
working in the Processing Division early in September, 1952. Her work 
consists mainly of making out book orders, receiving the new books and 
checking invoices. Miss Lusk, a 1947 graduate of the University of Texas, 
has done graduate work at the University of Colorado, as well as at U. T. 
She has just returned from a year's study and travel in Denmark. 





RECORDS DIVISION: Many persons are unaware of the varied types of 
information available to the general public through the Records Department 
of the State Library. All permanent records from the various State agencies 
are transferred to the Records Division as they become non-current. 
Records on taxes and on the organization and progress of the Texas Public 
Free School System comprise two of the largest and most important bodies 
of materials deposited in the Records Department. 

From the monthly county tax collector's reports a breakdown of the 
various taxes collected by each county can be compiled from the date of 
the organization of the individual county up to and including the year 1947. 
This, in some instances, covers a period from 1836 through 1947. 

From the financial reports filed by the county school superintendents 
of each county valuable information pertaining to the origin and progress of 
our Public Free School System is available 

It is our hope that the general public will become acquainted with the 
informational resources available in their State Library. 
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
